SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video advertising material entitled First Time Broken 3 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This is because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes, in combination with tending to promote and support torture, the 
infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. 

The material advertises persons described as and appearing to be youthful being 
restrained, beaten and tortured. The intention of the description is to entice the viewer 
to obtain the advertised recording and be sexually aroused by this portrayal. Thus, the 
publication tends to promote and support these acts. 

The availability of material which tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes and acts of torture, the infliction of extreme 
violence and extreme cruelty is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. 

This provision under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is a 
deeming provision and, in this instance, overrides the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 1 .
